Women of the Country Urged to Get 
Behind Movement and Aid Public 
Health Nurses—Increase Num- 
ber If Possible- 


Washinffton. — The 
United 
States 
public health service \vas the rear-guard 
of our armies In the war afrainst Ger- 
many. It took .over the fipht asalust 
the enemy*s most useful ally, disease. 
It won its share of the war, and sent 
an army to Franco fit to tight. 


Surgeon General llupert Blue »and 
the oilloers under him have signed no 
armistice, admit no peace. 
They are 
keeping up the fight to make men fit. 


I'ublic proclamation 
that the war 
against disease Is still on recently was 
given in an appeal to the 110,000 min- 
isters of tho country to devote their 
sermons to tho necessity* for keeping 
our communities us healthful as our 
camps were. 


The appeal of tlie surgeon general 
was read from pulpits all over the 
qounlry, and concludes: 


"It Is the social responsibility of the 


PERSHING IS DECORATED 


comnumities, of which the churches of 
every denomination are a part, to con- 
tinue the work carried on in time of 
war In . order that the world may be 
safe not only for democracy but for 
posterity." 


Created as War Measure. 
Particular emjihasis is givpa by the 
United States public health service in 
opening this campaign to the work of 
the newly 
organized 
department of 
public health nursing, which, created 
as a war measure, has proved so valu- 
able that, according to announcements, 
it will be continued and Increased. 


The women of the nation are appeal- 
ed to, in a special communication ivom 
the surgeon general sent through the 
churches, to aid the work of the pub- 
lic health nurses, and to do everything 
possible to increase their 
number, 


A noteworthy tribute was paid to 
the nurses by the surgeon general in 
the following statement: 


"For the first time in its history the 
United 
States pulMlc health 
service 
during the recent war organized a de- 
partment 
of public 
health 
nursing. 
The work which these nurses perform- 
ed was of inestimable value. It is not 
too much to say that without their aid 
our success in keeping down sicknes? 
in the exlra-cantonnient zones and in 
making the venereal disease rate In 
our army lower than that of any other 
army in modern times could not have 
been achieved. 


"Jn continuing our general campaign 
for 
health, 
and this

fight 
against venereal disease, we depend 
upon the continued assistance of pub- 
lic health nurses, 


"Behind these public health nurses

200,000 JEWS IN YANK ARMY 


Comprised From 4 to 5 Per Cent of 
Total Personnel of American 


Forces, 


New York—The number of Jews In 
the military and naval service during 
the war was between 105,000 and 200,- 
OtK), or from 4 to 5 per cent of the 
total personnel of tho American forces 
at the time the armistice was signed, 
according to ''The War Itecord of 
American Jews." issued by the Ameri- 
can Jewisli committee. 


It was pointed out that the Jews 
compose about 3 p.er cent of the total 
population, so that the proportion of 
Jews in the service was about 50 per 
cent greater than the px'oportlon of 
Jews in the total population. 


Complete casually records have not 
becMi obtained, but the committee es- 
timates that 2.000 Jews were killed 
in action and that their 
casualties 
totaled 10,000.

Times of Peace !s Not Neces- 
sarily DIsloyaK 


The reversion to peace Is woleomod 
l y most mow, but there Is a groiip in 
the army and navy posted as dopert- 
ers who must be uneasy in their ndnds. 


Desertion in the army implies ab- 
sence without leave for 22 days, and 
entails a court-martial if the individ« 
ual is reclaimed, sftys a writer in Lon- 
don Answers. 


In time of war it was a serious busi- 
ness, and a man risks his life almost- 
as much by running away from dan- 
ger as by runnhig into it? 


But in peaeo times there is some- 
times an element of humm* in deser- 
tion from the forces. 
Men run away 
for such trivial 
reasons, 
sometimes 
merely to join another unit. 


Men desert chiefly because they arc 
daily confronted by irritating restric- 
tions, personal animosity of superiors 
or for private reasons.

like that of a lancer regiment 
will 
seduce an infantryman. 
I have In 
mind a corporal who was chased by 
military police in Aldershot two years 
after the desertion, one of the M, IVs 
having known him in his former unit.

Octo- 
ber 16. 1918. On the afternoon of Oc- 
tober 16. when the Cote de Chalillen 
had just been gained after bitter fight- 
ing, and the summit of that strong bul- 
warlE in the krienhilde Stelluug was tje- 
Ing organized, Private Neibour Avas 
sent on patrol with his automatic rifle 
squad to enfilade enemy macliine gun 
nests. As Private Neibour gained the 
ridge he set up his automatic rille and 
was directly thereafter wounded in 
both legs by fire from a hostile madiine 
gun on his flank. The advance wave 
of the enemy troops counter-attacking 
had about gained the ridge and al- 
though practically cut ofC and sur- 
rounded, the remainder of his delach- 
ment being killed or wounded, this 
gallant soldier kept his automatic rifle 
In operation to such effect that by his 
own efforts and by fire from the skir-

His two 
companions soon became 
casualties 
from bursting shells, but Sergt. Gum- 
pertz continued on alone in the face 
of direct firo from the mrtchlne gun, 
jumped into the nest and silenced the 
gim, capturing nine of the crew. Sergh 
Gumpertz' home is at 701 AVest 17Sth 
street, New York city.

It is generally agreed that- myopia, 
or nearsightedness, is an acquired de- 
feet resulting from the elongation of 
the eyeball, but Its causation has nor 
yet been determined, the evidence for 
the assumption that near work pro- 
duces near sight being unsatisfactory. 
Dr. Eldridge Green, writing in the Lon- 
don Lancet, advances the theory that 
the primary and essential cause is an 
obstruction 
of 
the 
outflow 
of 
the 
lympli. 
The obstruction may be pro- 
duced by severe muscular effort, e. g., 
by lifting heavy weights, when a feel^ 
Ing of tension is always felt in the 
eyes, which appear, in extreme cases, 
to bo starting from the head. 
This 
is more especially the cause of pro- 
gressive 
myopia 
among 
warehouse 
boys, porters and others whose work 
involves excessive effort, while with 
those engaged in sedentary 
occupa- 
tions ihe form of exercise taken may 
be responsible, e. g., wrestling, rowing, 
digging, 
and 
also 
coughing. 
Thus 
when sipns of commencing myopia ap- 
pear anything likely to increase the 
intraocular tension should be avoided. 
There is no need to avoid reading.

Smallest Bird Is American; 
400 Species of Hummers; 
Only in Western Hemisphere 


The smallest and most brilliantly col- 
ored of all feathered creatures arc the 
humming birds, and of tho 400 species 
none Is to be found elsewhere than in 
this western hemisphere, notes a writ- 
er in the Arkansas Gazette. 


The largest of these birds are no 
more than eight and a hali inches and 
the omallest 
about 
two and 
three- 
eighths in length. 
Of these the larg- 
est are never seen far north and the 
smallest rarely. 
The ruby-throated 
humming bird, called by Audubon "a 
glittering fragment of the rainoow," 
breeds from the far southern states 
as far north as Labrador and winters 
from 
southern 
Florida 
to 
Central 
America, remaining with us from May 
to October. Its length is about throe 
end one-quarter inches. 
The upper 
plumage Is metallic green, the male 
having a ruhy red gnrpet, a white col- 
lar on the throat and a deeply forked 
tall of brownish violet. 
The female 
is of plainer colorings. 
The eggs, nev- 
er more than two, are white and about 
as large as peas. 


It is a popular mistake thnt hum- 
ming birds feed only on the honey in 
flowers. 
They really for the most part 
feed on insects, gathered with their 
barbed and sticky tongues from flow- 
ers and leaves. 
They are, notwith- 
standing their diminutive size, very 
pugnacious and will attack birds much 
larger than themselves, so that the 
English sparrow, with all his vaunted 
courage, dare not intrude on 
their 
nests.

To aid trappers and hunters, the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture has issued Farmers* P>ulletin 1022, 
"Laws Itclating to Fur-Bearing Ani- 
mals," which is a summary of legisla- 
tion in the United States. Canada and 
Newfoundland, relating to 
trapping, 
open seasons, propagation and boun- 
ties. Under the stimulus of high prices 
there is always danger that trappers 
will deplete the trapping grounds and 
permanently decrease the number of 
fur animals, the federal 
specialists 
say. 
Regulations and seasons should 
be carefully observed, so that the fur 
supply of the future shall not be en- 
dangered.

States In raw and manufactured furs 
reached the largest total in the his- 
tory of the country. 
While exports 
were only

with $15.720.100 for 1917, the imports 
were .$SR.389.372 as compared M-ith 
$21,553.375 for 1917. The total foreign 
trade in furs increased over 40 pec 
cent.

Anson Carlyle, aged 
twenty-

Capt. Geoffry Carlyle of Glas- 
gov^, Scotland, was among the 
heroic Canadian dead at Vimy 
ridge.

Carburetor Uses Kerosene. 


An automath 
tarbureior has been 
developed In England for which aston- 
iWiing claims are made. 
The details 
of its construction are withheld, but 
its performance is said on good au- 
thority to be remarkable. 
During a 
denjonstration test it was used on a 
two-cylinder, 
six-Iiorsepower 
motor- 
cycle. 
The start was made \\ith the 
engine cold aud the float chamber half 
iilied with gasoline. 
The change to 
kerosene, while under way, produced 
no noticeable dilTerence in tlie per- 
fornmnce of the engine. There was no 
knocking on grade.s, no smoke, 
no 
odor. 
The v ylinders fired crisply, the 
pickup was quick, tho iiring regular at 
all speeds, and the power ail that could 
be desired. 
It Is even claimed that, 
with the new carburetor, a gallon of 
kerosene will drive the 
motorcycle 
aad sidecar the uniieard-of distance of 
98 miles, jjut tiiere is no oiUclal con- 
iirmaiiou of thi.^ statemert. 


Learning Deadly Aim. 


The skill with which American gun- 
ners frustrated the attacks of U-boats 
was due, Iu a large measure, to the 
Uhe of an Ingenious target for gun 
practice during tlie voyages. 
The de- 
vice consisted of a framework, about 
thirty feel lung and live feet wide, 
built to be drawn through the water, 
with an Imitation eonnlng tower and 
periscope mounted on the upper side. 
It was drawn 
behind 
the ship 
by 
means of two cables attached one above 
the other, 
Jiy nulling on tlie upper one, 
the uiJper side of the frame was made 
to project forward, causing tl»e target 
to rise to the surface, while by pull- 
ing on the lower 
cable, the 
device 
would quickly submerge. 
Ollicers out 
of bight of the gunners manipulated

apparatus, 
frequently

the range by paying out or taking in 
the cables, 


Getting Rid of Marble Waste. 


The waste of a 
Vermont 
marble 
quarry Is re<Juced by crushers 
and 
rolls to fragments of one-half inch or 
less, and Is then burned into quickllmo, 
The rotary kiln for this purpose is 8 
feet in diameter and 20 feet long, In- 
clined 4 per cent from the horizuntuL 
It Is driven by a (belt from a 3U-horse 
power motor, and has a speed of 0,ö to 
1,5 revolutions per second. 
Producer 
gas introduced at the lower end yields 
a temperature 
of 
2,2ü0 degrees 
F, 
This converts tlie rock fragments Into 
quicklime by driving off the carbonic 
acid gas, and the hot material drops 
from the lower i»id of the kiln into a 
rotating 
Cooling 
cylinder, 
In 
this 
cylinder the draft of air passing to 
the burning gus cools the product for 
the storage bins.

For Adams County Soldier 


At proBont the Gettysburg chapter of 
the Rod Cross is investigating the disap- 
pearance of a Biiilcrvillc soldier who was 
discharged from the ar.ijy several months 
ago. 
Following the i ationil plan of the 
Red Cross to follov/ sold'crs to their homes 
and assist them to secure work and help 
them in other ways, a Gettysburg woman 
called at a Biglerville home and found 
that the discharged soldier had not return- 
ed and his parents were greatly distressed, 
as they had received no word from him 
since he left France six months ago and 
did not know he had been discharged. 
In 
a letter received from the main office of 
the lied Cross it v/as learned that tho Ad- 
ams county boy had been wounded in ac- 
tion and had suilered from a fractured 
skull and bullet wounds, but at the time 
he was discharged he was apparently in 
good health. 
I t is feared that wounds of 
the soldier may have caused a temj^orary 
lapse of memory or that he has been in- 
jured. 
With the aid of the Red cross all 
over the United States a careful search for 
the missing soldier is being made. 
Every 
hospital will be visited and tracers sent to 
every Red Cross choptcr.
